I herewith  present  my  Report  on  the  sanitar)'  condition 
of  the  Cit}"  of  Bradford  for  the  year  1907. 

The  population  of  the  City,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
(jeneral,  was  290,323,  but  as  several  years  have  now  elapsed  since 
the  census  of  1901,  I have  endeavoured  to  check  this  figure  by 
means  of  a census  of  occupied  houses  made  by  the  Assistant 
Overseers  on  Jul\’  15th,  1907,  and  I find  that  on  the  assumption 
that  each  house  is  occupied  by  the  same  number  of  persons  as 
was  found  at  the  census  of  1901,  the  population  estimated  in  this 
manner  would  be  288,927,  which  shows  onl}^  a difference  of  1396, 
between  this  and  the  official  estimate  of  the  Registrar-General. 

The  difference  is  so  small  that  the  calculations  in  this  report 
are  based  upon  the  Registrar-General’s  estimate. 

The  birth-rate  was  1976  per  1000  of  the  population,  which 
is  the  lou’est  figure  yet  recorded  in  Bradford,  and  0’82  below  the 
rate  for  the  previous  year. 

The  death-rate  from  all  causes  per  1000  of  the  population 
was  I4'47,  which  is  the  lowest  rate  yet  registered  in  Bradford, 
and  r53  per  1000  lower  than  the  year  preceding.  The  death-rate 
for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  15  per  1000;  locally 
the  death-rate  varied  between  I2‘i4  in  the  Tong  Ward  and  i6'67 
in  the  North  Ward.  Out  of  the  total  4202  deaths,  no  less  than 
800  or  19  per  cent,  occurred  in  public  institutions. 


The  Infant  Mortality  was  124  per  1000  of  the  children  born, 
which  is  the  lowest  figure  yet  recorded,  and  was  largely  accounted 
for  by  the  cool,  wet  summer  and  the  consequent  small  number 
of  deaths  of  infants  from  epidemic  diarrhoea.  The  analysis  of  the 
infant  mortality  is  given  in  Table  5 of  Appendix  II.,  and  shows 
that  of  the  713  deaths  of  infants  under  12  months  of  age,  263 
occurred  under  i month,  also  that  the  deaths  of  117  infants  are 
ascribed  to  premature  birth.  x^lthough  the  number  of  deaths 
from  premature  birth  is  slightly  less  than  last  year  there  can  be 
no  doubt  that  it  is  excessive,  and  my  inquiries  have  given  me 
good  reason  to  conclude  that  prematurity  is  in  many  cases 
artificially  brought  about. 

During  the  year  an  effort  was  made  to  reduce  the  high  death- 
rate  amongst  infants,  and  a Conference  on  this  subject  was  held  in 
the  Cartwright  Hall  at  the  instance  of  the  Lady  Mayoress.  The 
Health  Department  made  an  arrangement  for  the  notification  of 
births  in  the  North  Ward  by  mid  wives,  and  afterwards  the  same 
system  was  applied  to  the  West,  South,  Exchange,  Listerhills, 
Little  Horton,  Manningham,  East  Bowling,  and  Bradford  IMoor. 
Almost  each  birth  was  visited  by  the  women  inspectors  and 
suitable  advice  given  to  the  parents.  There  is  good  reason  to 
suppose  that  the  assistance  thus  given  resulted  in  a saving  of 
not  a few  infants’  lives. 

In  reference  to  Infectious  Diseases,  their  prevalence  has  been 
below  the  normal.  Diphtheria,  which  has  been  common  during 
the  past  few  years^  shows  a satisfactory  decline,  and  there  has 
been  no  invasion  by  Smallpox. 

During  the  year  particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the 
inspection  of  various  kinds  of  foods,  and  many  prosecutions  have 
been  instituted  with  the  result,  I regret  to  say,  that  in  many 
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cases  offenders  have  in  my  opinion  been  treated  far  too  leniently 
by  the  Justices  of  the  Peace. 

In  consequence  of  the  unsatisfactory  termination  of  legal 
proceedings  in  reference  to  houses  let  in  lodgings,  a conference 
of  the  local  authorities  of  the  North  of  England  was  held  in 
Bradford  on  July  4th,  1907,  at  which  the  following  resolution  was 
passed  : — 


“I’hat  this  Conference  of  local  authorities  of  the  North  of 
England  is  satisfied  that  the  present  powers  of  local  authorities 
with  regard  to  houses  let  in  lodgings  are  very  inadequate,  and 
urges  the  (Government  to  amend  the  existing  law  so  as  to 
confer  upon  local  authorities  as  regards  houses  let  in  lodgings 
similar  powers  at  present  possessed  by  them  with  regard  to 
common  lodging  houses,  as  to  registration,  inspection,  cleanliness, 
sanitary  accommodation,  and  number  of  occupants  ; that  a copy 
of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  the  President  of  the  Local 
Government  Board ; and  that  the  local  authorities  constituting 
this  Conference  do  request  the  Members  of  Parliament  repre- 
senting their  constituencies  to  support  legislation  on  the  lines 
above  suggested.” 

Nothing  has  however  y^et  been  done  to  carry  out  the  intentions 
of  the  resolution,  but  it  is  very  desirable  that  in  the  near  future 
further  powers  should  be  acquired  by  local  authorities  for  the 
supervision  of  divided  houses  and  furnished  rooms. 

The  work  of  the  conversion  of  privy  middens  into  water 
closets  and  dry  ashpits  has  been  assiduously  attended  to,  and 
although  the  number  converted  during  the  year  is  not  quite  so 
large  as  during  the  two  years  preceding,  yet  an  important 
sanitary  improvement  has  been  made. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  a voluntary  system  of  notification 
of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Consumption  was  instituted,  and  during 
the  remainder  of  the  year  17 1 cases  were  reported.  It  was  found 


that  a considerable  number  of  such  consumptives  would  be 
benefited  b\"  treatment  in  a sanatorium,  and  I recommend  the 
Health  Committee  to  consider  the  advisability  of  supplementing' 
the  efforts  now  being  made  for  the  prevention  of  Jdithisis  by  the 
provision  of  a suitable  sanatorium.

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BIRTHS. 


'The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  5736,  consisting 
of  3007  males  and  2729  females.  Calculated  on  the  estimated  population 
the  birth-rate  for  the  year  was  therefore  1976  per  1000,  being  a decrease 
of  I ‘22  upon  the  rate  for  the  previous  year  and  the  lowest  birth-rate 
yet  recorded.  Locally  the  birth-rate  varied  from  15 ‘9  7 in  the  Bolton 
Ward  to  2 4‘86  in  Eccleshill.  The  birth-rate  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  was  26‘3,  and  for  the  seventy-six  great  towns  of  the  country 
2 7‘o  per  1000  of  the  population.  In  142  smaller  towns  it  was  25*7 
per  1000. 

Illegitimate  Births.  — There  were  249  births  of  illegitimate  infants 
registered  during  1907,  being  in  the  proportion  of  43  per  rooo  of  the  total 
births,  the  average  proportion  in  the  preceding  10  years  having  been  51 
per  1000. 

'I'he  mean  birth-rates  in  Bradford,  calculated  upon  the  total  population 
at  the  last  three  Censuses,  were  as  under,  which  shows  a decrease  in  the 
birth-rate  of  40  per  cent,  since  1881  : —

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A systematic  effort  has  been  made  this  year  to  reduce  the  high 
death-rate  amongst  infants  in  this  City. 

Early  in  the  year  an  arrangement  was  made  with  the  Registrar 
for  the  notification  of  all  births  in  the  North  Ward ; and  later  stamped 
addressed  Post  Cards  were  issued  to  the  Midwives  in  order  that  the 

earliest  possible  information  as  to  births  might  be  obtained. 

The  Women  Inspectors  then  visited  each  birth  so  notified,  giving 
instructions  to  the  parents,  particularly  emphasising  in  every  case  the 

importance  of  breast-feeding,  and  leaving  a printed  card  with  detailed 
instructions  at  each  house.  Monthly  periodical  visits  were  continued, 

the  infant  being  weighed  each  time,  until  it  attained  the  age  of 
one  year. 

A number  of  Voluntary  Workers  undertook  to  visit  some  of  the 

poorest  mothers  weekly,  so  supplementing  the  monthly  official  visits  of 
the  staff. 


In  the  autumn  this  scheme  was  extended  to  include  the  West, 
South,  Exchange,  Eisterhills,  Little  Horton,  Manningham,  East  Bowling, 
and  Bradford  Moor  Wards. 

'The  Cinderella  Club  agreed  to  co-operate  by  supplying  sterilised 
milk  from  the  Corporation  Diary  to  the  poorest  nursing  mothers,  and, 
where  needful,  humanised  milk  to  infants  deprived  of  their  natural  food. 

As  yet  it  is  difficult  to  supply  full  statistics  as  a result  of  this  work, 
but  in  the  North  Ward  out  of  268  infants  visited  during  the  year,  so 
far  only  21  deaths  have  occurred,  giving  amongst  those  visited  a death- 
rate  of  78  per  1,000. 

Of  these  268  infants,  at  the  first  visit,  188  were  found  to  be 
breast-fed,  i.e.  70  f)er  cent. 


At  two  months,  178  were  still  on  the  breast. 


At  three  months,  146  were  still  on  the  breast. 

At  six  months,  108  were  still  on  the  breast. 

At  the  end  of  nine  months,  63  were  still  on  the  breast. 

Economic  conditions  largely  account  tor  these  changes.  When  the 
men  are  out  of  work  the  women  are  forced  to  earn  the  livelihood,  the 
infants  being  then  entirely  weaned,  or  partly  breast-fed,  according  to 
the  proximity  of  the  mothers-  work. 

In  many  cases  mal-nutrition  is  responsible  tor  the  mothers  having 

insufficient  milk  to  continue  suckling  their  children. 

Three  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  prematurity,  two  of  these  being 
illegitimate  children. 

A very  large  proportion  of  the  mothers,  whose  infants  died,  were  of 
the  careless  neglectful  type,  and  six  Avere  obliged  to  go  out  to  work, 
leaving  the  infant  in  charge  of  an  ignorant  woman.

In  all  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  inquiry  is  made  as 
to  the  School  attendance  (both  Sunday  and  Day  Schools),  and  a 
notice  sent  to  the  Head  Teacher  advisinei;  that  no  children  should  be 

received  at  School  from  such  infected  house  until  after  cleansing  and 

disinfection  have  been  done  and  a certificate  given  from  my  office. 

At  the  same  time  a notice  is  also  sent  to  the  parents  of  the  sufferer. 
In  this  service  2101  notices  were  sent  out  during  the  year. 

'Fhe  Chief  Librarian  is  also  supplied  daily  with  a list  of  infected 
houses,  and  if  any  house  is  found  to  contain  a book  on  loan  from  a Free 
Library  information  is  sent  to  me,  the  book  called  for,  and  if  filthy 
destroyed  : books  in  a clean  condition  are  sent  to  the  City  Hospital 
for  the  use  of  patients. 

d'he  number  of  books  taken  from  infected  houses  was  149,  for  which 
a sum  of  ^9  15s.  9d.  was  paid  by  the  Health  Department  to  the

During  the  year  Notiees  have  been  served  to  provide  Water  Closets 

in  respect  to  1817  houses  and  104  factories  and  workshops.  The 

actual  number  provided  was  862  and  246  respectively.  Moreover,  a 

considerable  number  were  being  operated  upon  though  not  complete 
at  the  close  of  the  year. 

In  default  of  compliance  with  notices  served  upon  owners  to  convert 
or  reconstruct  privies  into  water  closets,  magisterial  proceedings  were 

taken  against  32  offenders. 

In  twelve  instances  the  cases  were  withdrawn  on  payment  of  costs. 

Seven  cases  were  withdrawn  without  payment  of  costs. 
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In  five  cases  fines  were  inflicted  amounting  to  ^5  los.,  together 
with  ^,2  7s.  costs. 

'Fhe  otlier  eight  cases  were  adjourned.

REPORT  OF  THE  WOMEN  SANITARY  INSPECTORS. 

'I’he  work  of  the  Women  Inspectors’  department  has  been  consider- 
ably extended  during  the  past  year,  a notable  departure  having  been 
made  when,  in  February  of  1907,  all  births  in  the  North  A\’ard  were 
commenced  to  be  systematically  visited.  Later,  in  the  autumn,  an 
arrangement  was  made  with  the  Midwives  to  secure  the  notification  of 
all  births  visited  by  them.  Since  which  time,  periodical  monthly  visits 
have  been  paid  to  all  the  infants  thus  reported. 

The  Cinderella  Club  has  greatly  assisted  in  this  attempt  to  reduce 
the  high  rate  of  Infantile  Mortality  bv  allowing  milk  to  poor  nursing 
mothers,  and  to  those  infants  not  breast-fed.  Several  voluntarv  workers 
of  the  City  Cuild  of  Help  and  Ladies’  Milk  Depot  Committee  have 
undertaken  to  supplement  our  visits  by  personal  supervision  of  some  of 
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the  poorest  homes.  Statistics  obtained  as  a result  of  this  work  will  be 
forthcoming  for  next  year’s  re])orts,  the  full  details  not  being  yet  available. 

All  notified  cases  of  phthisis,  and  out-patients  of  the  Children’s 
Hospital  are  also  visited. 

House-to-house  inspection,  reported  cases  of  over-crowded  and  filthy 
premises,  the'  inspection  of  Midwives  and  workshops,  and  especial  inquiries 
into  the  circumstances  attending  Puerperal  septic  affections  and  still-births 
have  all  l)een  undertaken  by  this  department.

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MIDWIVES’  ACT,  1902. 


The  Ins[)ector  (Miss  Hall)  commenced  work  on  September  ist,  1906. 
'I'here  were  then  seventy-five  Registered  Women  [)ractising  in  the  City,  of 
whom  only  six  had  received  training.  With  the  exception  of  three,  which 
were  distinctly  dirty,  their  houses  were  clean  ; but  several  were  dirty  and 
slovenly  in  appearance.  One  case  of  overcrowding  was  found,  and 
abated.  General  ignorance  prevailed  as  to  the  Rules  of  the  Central 
Midwives’  Board,  for,  although  each  midwife  had  been  provided  with  a 
copy  of  the  rules,  only  sixteen  had  made  an  attempt  to  provide  them- 
selves with  the  necessary  dress  and  appliances  prescribed  by  the  Board. 
Disinfectants  were  practically  unknown,  and  a great  number  of  the 
midwives  seemed  to  think  that  they  had  done  all  that  was  necessary 
if  they  washed  their  hands  after  attending  a confinement,  and  did  not 
think  of  washing  the  patient  either  before  or  after  delivery.  Clinical 
thermometers  were  unknown,  the  condition  of  the  patient  being  gauged 
by  her  ap[)earance.  With  the  exception  of  six,  who  were  upwards  of 
seventy  years  of  age,  every  midwife  now  possesses  a bag  containing  a dis- 
infectant, nail-brush,  soap,  a pair  of  scissors,  a clinical  thermometer,  a 
Register  of  cases,  and,  with  the  exception  of  other  six,  washing  dresses. 
()uite  thirty  of  the  midwives  are  entirely  uneducated,  and  depend  on  the 
kindness  of  neighbours  to  enter  their  cases  up.  Each  midwife  has  been 
instructed  in  the  use  of  disinfectants  and  the  clinical  thermometer,  the 
general  care  of  the  lying-in-woman  and  the  newly  born  infant,  special 
emphasis  being  laid  on  the  care  of  the  infant’s  eyes  and  proper  feeding. 

Arrangement  has  been  made  by  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor  to  pay 
a fee  to  Medical  Practitioners  called  in  bv  a midwife  to  give  medical 
aid  in  difficult  cases  and  in  cases  in  which  there  may  be  any  danger  to 
life  either  of  the  mother  or  child. 

'Phe  Registrars  of  the  C'emeteries  notify  the  burial  of  children  which 
have  been  stilll)orn  and  whose  births  have  not  been  registered. 
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An  arrangement  has  also  been  made  with  the  House  Surgeon  of 
the  Royal  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  for  the  notification  of  children  under 
treatment  there  for  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  whose  mothers  have  been 
attended  in  confinement  by  a midwife. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT,  SLAUGHTER-HOUSES,  POTTED 
MEAP  AND  SAUSAGE  MANUFACTORIES. 

During  the  year  three  seizures  of  unsound  and  diseased  meat  and 
one  seizure  of  rabbits  were  made  by  the  Meat  Inspectors.  An  order  for 
the  destruction  of  the  material  was  obtained  from  a Justice  of  the  Peace. 
Legal  proceedings  were  subse(|uentlv  instituted  in  the  Court  in  the  case 
ot  one  seizure  of  meat  and  the  rabbits  ; the  former  case  was  dismissed, 
and  in  the  latter  the  owner  was  mulcted  in  a fine  and  costs  amounting 
to  I os.  fid. 

In  all  cases  in  which  a seizure  of  unsound  or  diseased  food  stuff  is 
made,  the  article  is  invariably  submitted  for  the  inspection  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  prior  to  a magistrate's  order  being  sought. 

The  following  articles  were  examined  by  request,  and  surrendered 
as  unfit  for  human  food  and  subsequently  destroyed  at  the  Refuse

INSPECTION  OF  FISH,  GAME,  POULTRY,  &c. 

'The  total  (]uantity  of  fish,  game,  and  poultry  destroyed,  as  unfit  for* 
food,  amounted  to  64  tons.  The  weight  of  fish  destroyed  was  43J  tons, 
as  compared  with  12I  tons  during  the  previous  year.  The  Inspector 
(Mr.  Driver)  has  carried  out  his  duties  in  an  admirable  manner. 

Daily  inspections  of  the  market  have  been  made. 

During  the  year  books  have  been  provided  at  the  markets  (wholesale 
and  retail)  into  which  tradesmen  having  doubts  about  food  stuffs  may 
enter  a request  for  the  Inspector  to  examine  the  food  stuffs  in  question. 
'Fhis  has  been  appreciated  by  the  tradesmen.  Altogether  222  entries  have 
been  made,  and  in  213  cases  the  goods  were  absolutely  unfit  for  human 
food  ; in  every  case  they  were  surrendered  and  destroyed. 

On  82  occasions  food  stuffs  unfit  for  human  food  have  been  found 
which  were  either  exposed  or  deposited  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  and  were 
surrendered  to  the  Inspector  after  their  bad  condition  had  been  pointed 
out  to  the  owners.

With  reference  to  the  dismissal  of  the  bloater  case  the  offender 
pleaded  that  the  fish  was  not  in  preparation,  nor  deposited  for  the  pur- 
pose of  sale,  and  was  not  intended  for  human  food. 

INSPECTION  OF  FRIED  FISH  SHOPS. 

At  the;^ close  of  the  year  there  were  325  Fried  Fish  shops  in  the 
City.  They  have  been  under  constant  supervision. 

The  Inspector  reports  that  “The  quality  of  the  fish  sold  generally 
by  Fish  Fryers  is  very  good,”  and  this  statement  is  borne  out  by  the 
fact  that  during  the  year  only  56  lbs  of  unsound  fish  have  been  found 
on  the  premises  of  the  whole  of  the  fish  fryers  in  the  City. 
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It  is  not  an  iincominon  occurrence  to  find  small  shops  and  “ back- 
to-back  type  of  houses  converted  into  fish  frying  shops  which  are  totally 
unsuitable  for  the  purpose.  Such  premises  are  of  necessity  devoid  of 
the  adequate  amount  of  accommodation  for  the  preparation  of  fish  and 
potatoes  for  the  frying  pan,  and  provision  for  storage  of  fish. 

Seven  samples  of  fat,  oil  and  vinegar  used  in  the  trade  have  been 
obtained  from  fish-frying  shops  and  submitted  for  analysis  to  the  City 
Analyst.  Each  article  was  found  to  be  free  from  adulteration. 


ICE  CREAM  MANUFACTURE. 

During  the  year  650  visits  have  been  made  to  premises  where  ice 
cream  is  made  and  sold,  and  steps  have  been  taken  to  improve  their 
sanitary  condition. 

It  is,  however,  impossible  to  render  a large  number  of  the  premise.s. 
satisfactory,  owing  to  lack  of  accommodation  and  total  unfitness. 

ADULTERATION  OE  FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 

During  the  year  1907,  728  samples  of  food  and  drugs  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  City  .Vnalyst  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Inspector.  Of  these 

676  have  been  certified  by  the  Analyst  as  genuine,  and  52  as  adulterated 

or  of  doubtful  quality. 

In  22  cases  the  offenders  were  summoned  before  the  justices  for 
adulterations  ; penalties  and  costs  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  U21  6s. 
Avere  inflicted. 

One  offender  had  nine  cases  of  adulterated  milks  against  him  as

})ortion  ot  each  sample  was  forwarded  to  the  consignor. 

'The  tarmer  became  suspicious  and  set  a watch  on  one  of  the 
labourers  on  his  farm,  who  was  caught  watering  the  milk.  The  farmer 
took  proceedings  against  the  employee  in  the  Ihngley  Police  Court  for 
the  malicious  act,  and  he  was  sentenced  to  one  month’s  imprisonment. 
'Phese  facts  were  made  known  to  the  magistrates  at  the  Bradford  Police 
Court,  before  whom  the  farmer  was  summoned  to  appear  a few  days 
later,  with  the  result  that  the  cases  were  dismissed  on  payment  of  costs. 

Three  wholesale  dealers  in  margarine  have  been  registered  during 
the  year.

DAIRIES  AND  MILKSHOPS. 


There  are  at  present  534  retail  milk  vendors  registered  and  residing 
Avithin  the  city,  comprising  the  following  : —

The  milk  supply  of  Bradford  is  supplemented  by  141  cowkeepers  from 
beyond  the  city  boundary  who  send  milk  into  the  city;  81  by  rail  to  the 
various  stations,  and  60  by  road. 

Three  hundred  and  seventy-six  milkshops  and  milk  dealers’  premises 
have  been  visited,  the  majority  of  them  being  clean  and  satisfactory. 

Twenty-seven  milk  vendors  were  found  to  be  unregistered,  but  they 
have  since  made  application  and  have  been  enrolled. 

In  all  52  milk  purveyors  have  been  registered  during  the  year. 

Inspections  have  been  made  of  the  milk  and  milk  vessels  coming  into 
the  city  by  rail  or  otherwise  from  beyond  the  city  boundary,  and  numerous 
samples  have  been  taken  at  the  place  of  delivery  by  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Inspector  for  analysis. 

Thirty  milk  vessels  have  been  found  not  properly  inscribed  according 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Act ; in  every  case  after  the  infringement  was 
pointed  out  the  offence  was  remedied,  but  in  some  cases  reluctantly. 

AN  INVESTIGATION 
AS  TO  CONTAMINATION  OF  MILK. 

This  investigation  has  been  carried  out  by  a Joint  Committee 
appointed  by  the  County  Boroughs  of  Bradford,  Hull,  Leeds,  Rotherham, 
and  Sheffield,  and  the  County  Councils  of  the  East  and  West  Ridings 


of  Yorkshire ; thirteen  sets  of  milk  samples  have  been  obtained  by  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Inspector  during  the  year  and  sent  to  Dr.  Orr,  Manor 
Farm,  (larforth,  for  bacteriological  examination. 

'There  were  about  eight  samples  in  each  set,  and  these  were  obtained 
at  various  points  in  transit  from  the  cowshed  to  the  consumer.

COWSHEDS. 


During  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  an  Inspector  was  appointed  to 
devote  his  time  exclusively  to  Cowshed  Inspection. 

At  present  there  are  336  cowkeepers  occupying  545  cowsheds  in 
the  City.  A great  number  of  the  sheds  are  of  crude  construction, 
inadequately  lighted,  improperly  ventilated,  and  badly  drained.  The 
remarks  apply  generally  to  the  sheds  in  the  outlying  districts  which  have 
not  been  improved  since  the  districts  were  incorporated  with  Bradford. 

During  the  year  27  applications  were  made  for  the  registration  of 
cowsheds,  and  13  of  the  number  were  granted.  The  remainder  were 
refused  on  the  grounds  of  unfitness  of  premises. 


'I'he  number  ot  visits  to  cowsheds  for  the  year  is  978. 
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'The  following  circular  was  sent  by  the  Town  Clerk  to  every 
cow-keeper  within  the  city  : — 

'Town  Hall, 

Bradford, 

14th  March,  1907. 

Sir, 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  requirements  of  the  regulations 
for  the  city  of  Bradford,  made  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and 
Milkshops  Orders,  1885  and  1886,  with  regard  to  the  limewashing 
and  cleansing  of  cowsheds. 

All  cowsheds  must  be  thoroughly  limewashed  at  least  twice  a 
year,  namely,  in  the  months  of  May  and  October,  and  at  such  other 
times  as  may  be  necessary. 

'The  Health  Committee  has  therefore  directed  me  to  inform  you 
that  they  have  given  instructions  to  their  Inspectors  to  report  all 
- cow-keepers  who  fail  to  comply  with  the  regulations. 

No  wa?'iimgs  will  be  given,  as  in  fbe  past,  but  proceedings  will 
be  instituted  whenever  a breach  of  the  regulations  is  detected, 
without  further  notice.

CANAL  BOATS. 

'Fhe  number  of  boats  inspected  within  the  City  boundaries  during 
the  past  year  was  453,  74  of  which  were  found  not  to  comply  with  the 
Regulations.

Twenty-six  of  these  boats  had  no  Certificate  of  Registration  on 
board.  In  9 boats  the  cabins  were  in  a very  dirty  condition.  The 
cabins  of  2 boats  required  painting.  The  decks  of  18  boats  were 
defective,  and  water  was  leaking  into  the  cabins  and  bunks.  On  2 boats 
the  ventilators  were  found  to  be  defective.  On  3 boats  the  Certificate 
produced  did  not  identify  the  boat.  On  9 boats  there  was  no  water 
cask  on  board.  The  water  casks  of  4 boats  were  found  to  be  defective, 
and  I boat  was  overcrowded. 
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Notices  were  served  upon  the  owners  of  the  various  boats  recjiiiring 
them  to  execute  the  necessary  repairs.  In  all  cases  the  work  was  duly 
carried  out  and  the  re{|uirements  of  the  Canal  Moats  Acts  and  Regula- 
tions complied  with. 

There  are  at  [)resent  no  boats  registered  in  Bradford. 

SHOP  HOURS  ACT,  FACTORY  AND  VVQRKSHQR  ACT,

INSPPXTION  OP^  SHOPS,  WORKSHOPS, 

bakkhousp:s,  &c. 

The  number  of  shops  visited  and  investigations  made  as  to  the  hours 
of  young  persons  employed  was  5076.  In  127  shops  the  employers  had 
failed  to  exhibit  the  notice  required  by  the  Shop  Hours  Act,  referring  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  stating  the  number  of  hours  during  which 
young  persons  may  be  employed  in  shops.  Four  of  these  employers, 
who  had  been  cautioned  previously  for  similar  offences,  were  ])rosecuted, 
and  the  remainder  were  served  with  warning  notices. 

Twelve  young  persons  were  found  employed  in  shops  after  having 
been  employed  on  the  same  day  in  Factories  or  Workshops  for  the  full 
number  of  hours  permitted  by  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901. 
In  five  cases  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  employers  and  the 
remainder  were  cautioned. 

Five  young  persons  were  found  to  have  been  employed  in  shops  for 
a period  exceeding  74  hours,  including  meal  times,  in  one  week.  dTe 
employers  were  each  served  with  a warning  notice. 

Special  inquiries  were  made  in  215  shops  where  female  assistants  were 
employed  as  to  compliance  with  the  Shop  Seats  Act,  1899.  In  4 shops 
it  was  found  that  seats  were  not  provided  as  required  by  the  Act,  and  the 
employers  were  warned,  with  the  result  that  the  necessary  seats  were 
immediately  provided. 


A large  number  of  night  visits  were  made  to  all  the  districts  of  the 
city  with  a view  to  the  enforcement  of  the  Closing  Order  for  butchers’ 
shoj)s  made  under  the  Shop  Hours  Act,  1904.  In  all  4,424  observations 
were  made  of  butcher’s  shops  during  the  year,  with  the  result  that  41  were 
found  open  for  sale  after  the  time  permitted  by  the  Order.  In  5 cases, 
where  the  occupiers  had  been  previously  warned  for  similar  offences? 
proceedings  were  taken  before  the  magistrates,  and  the  remaining  offenders 
were  cautioned. 

Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  employment  of  children  in  the 
city,  and  a large  number  of  visits  and  investigations  have  been  made  at 
all  hours  of  the  day  from  before  6.0  in  the  morning  until  ii.o  in  the 
evening,  with  a view  to  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the  Employ- 
ment of  ( 'hildren  Act,  1903,  and  the  bye-laws  made  by  the  City  Council 
lor  the  regulation  of  the  employment  of  children  before  and  after  school 
hours,  and  as  half-timers. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  378  children  have  been  found  employed 
in  contravention  of  the  bye-laws,  and  44  children  in  contravention  of  the 
general  provisions  of  the  Act.  The  number  of  separate  offences  committed 
in  connection  with  these  422  children  was  724,  which  is  accounted  for 
b\'  the  fact  that  in  a great  many  cases  more  than  one  offence  was 
committed  in  respect  of  each  child. 

In  24  cases,  where  the  offence  was  repeated  after  warnings  had  been 
given,  the  employers  were  prosecuted.  All  the  remaining  employers  were 
served  with  warning  notices  and  supplied  with  printed  copies  of  the 
bye-laws.

'Fhe  number  licensed  by  the  ^Vatch  Committee  was  326. 

Ninety  children  have  been  licensed  by  the  magistrates  during  the 
year  to  take  part  in  public  entertainments  at  the  various  theatres  and 
places  of  amusement.  Visits  were  made  by  the  Inspector  in  each 
case,  and  a large  number  of  additional  visits  were  made  to  these 
places  at  various  times. 

d'wenty-four  children  were  found,  during  the  twelve  months,  to  be 
taking  part  in  public  entertainments  after  eight  in  the  evening,  or, 
under  ii  years  of  age,  without  the  magistrates’  licence  required  by 

the  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  Act.  The  managers  and 

persons  responsible  for  the  entertainments  were  warned  in  each  case. 
Vhe  performance  of  one  of  the  licensed  children  was  of  a dangerous 
nature,  and  notice  was  sent  to  the  Chief  of  Police  of  the  next  town 
the  troupe  was  visiting  so  that  conditions  might  be  made  in  the 

licence  to  guard  against  danger  to  the  child. 

At  one  of  the  theatres  a child  was  found  employed  in  the 

pantomime  as  a ballet  girl  after  having  been  also  employed  as  a half-timer 
in  a factory.  The  work  of  this  child  therefore  continued  from  six 
o’clock  in  the  morning  until  eleven  o’clock  in  the  evening  during  the 
weeks  when  she  was  on  the  morning  turn  at  the  factory.  The  father 

having  given  a false  certificate  to  the  proprietors  of  the  theatre  that 
the  child  was  over  14  years  of  age,  proceedings  were  taken  against 

him  and  the  magistrates  inflicted  a penalty  of  6s.,  including  costs. 

PAVCTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

Visits  were  ‘made  by  the  Shop  Inspectors  to  2876  workshops 

and  939  bakehouses.  The  Women  Sanitary  Inspectors  also  inspected 
416  workshops  where  females  only  were  employed,  and  710  visits  to 
workshops  and  workplaces  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  staff. 
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making  a total  of  4,002  visits  to  workshops  and  workplaces,  and  939 
visits  to  bakehouses  during  the  year.  Special  attention  was  paid  to 
the  cleanliness,  ventilation,  air  space,  closet  accommodation  and  general 
sanitary  condition  of  these  places  as  required  by  the  Public  Health 
Acts  and  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act. 

The  total  number  of  workshops  on  the  registers  is  now  2272,  and 
of  bakehouses  447,  as  compared  with  2095  and  444  respectively 
last  year. 

Fifty-live  employers  failed  to  send  in  to  the  'Fown  Clerk  the  lists 
of  out-workers  em[)loyed  by  them  on  ths  ist  of  February  and  the  ist  of 
August,  as  required  by  the  Act.  The  Health  ('ommittee  allowed  one 
month’s  grace  in  each  case,  and  prosecutions  were  then  instituted  against 
26  employers  who  still  failed  to  send  the  lists.  'Three  hundred  and 
forty-nine  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  out-workers’  premises,  in  the 
course  of  which  76  sanitary  defects  were  found  and  remedied.

COMAION  LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  Registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  City 
is  35,  as  against  36  last  year. 

Two  additional  institutions  were  registered  during  the  year,  namely  : — 

The  Salvation  Army  Shelter,  Peel  Street. 

The  Women’s  Shelter,  Sunbridge  Road. 

G 
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After  the  registration  of  the  Army  Shelter  1 1 beds  were  taken  away 
in  order  to  provide  the  remaining  number  with  the  requisite  amount 
of  air  space  as  prescribed  by  the  Bye-Laws  of  the  City,  viz.,  400  cubic 
feet  per  head. 

The  total  number  of  houses  contain  179  rooms  for  sleeping  purposes, 
and  they  are  registered  to  accommodate  1731  lodgers  nightly. 

According  to  the  weekly  returns  sent  in  by  Lodging  House  Keepers 
390,821  persons  were  accommodated  during  the  year,  or  a nightly  average 
of  1070. 

After  deducting  the  number  of  persons  accommodated  at  the  Army 
and  Women’s  Shelters  since  date  of  registration  there  is  an  increase  of 
23,118  lodgers  on  last  year;  661  beds  however  are  unoccupied. 

The  Inspectors  made  1,650  visits,  inclusive  of  night  visits. 

Considerable  improvements  have  been  effected  at  the  Houses  situate 
at  No.  6 i\delaide  Street  and  36  and  38  Mount  Street,  the  most 
important  features  being  the  abolition  of  underground  dayrooms,  provision 
of  and  increased  accommodation  of  dayrooms  on  ground  floors,  and 
improved  lavatory  convenience.  (Considerable  structural  alterations  were 
also  carried  out  in  each  house. 

No.  108  Bolton  Road  has  also  undergone  thorough  repair  and 
renovation. 

In  each  instance  the  improvements  were  insisted  upon  as  a condition 
precedent  to  the  transfer  of  the  licence. 

Two  persons  were  prosecuted  for  keeping  Unregistered  Common 
l^odging  Houses  ; one  of  the  offenders  was  convicted  and  fined  ^i,  and 
9s.  costs,  and  the  charge  against  the  other  one  dismissed.

SMOKE  NUISANCE. 

The  number  of  notices  served  for  the  abatement  of  Smoke  Nuisances 
during  the  year  was  93,  these  being  served  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

In  respect  to  these  notices  39  cases,  including  adjournments,  were 
heard  before  the  City  Justices,  and  dealt  with  as  follow  ; — 

In  21  cases  fines  were  inflicted  for  non-compliance  with  Justices’ 
orders;  the  penalties  amounting  to  ^10  los.,  and  costs  amounting 
to  ^7  7s. 

In  14  cases  orders  were  made  requiring  the  abatement  of  the  nuisance 
within  periods  varying  from  seven  to  fourteen  days,  and  costs  amounting 
to  I OS-  were  imposed. 

A uniform  fine  was  usually  imposed  amounting  to  los.  and  costs  7s. 

Three  cases  were  withdrawn  on  payment  of  9s.  costs,  the  offenders 
having  abated  the  nuisance,  and  one  case  was  dismissed. 
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'rhe  total  amount  of  penalties  and  costs  amounted  to  ^24  i6s. 

During  the  year  the  following  firms  have  added  additional  boilers  to 
their  steam  plant,  and  have  also  affixed  mechanical  stokers  to  boilers  for 
the  purpose  of  minimising  smoke  and  grit  nuisance  : — 

Messrs.  Lister  tS:  Co.  Limited,  Silk  Manufacturers,  Manningham  Mills, 
have  affixed  Hodgkinson’s  Stokers  to  their  34  boiler  plant. 

Messrs.  E.  Ripley  & Sons  Limited,  Bowling  Dveworks,  are  having  28 
boilers  fitted  with  Hodgkinson’s,  Bennie’s,  and  Proctor’s  Stokers.  Also 
several  induced  draught  installations  are  being  erected. 

Messrs.  Wm.  Aykroyd  (Jk  Sons  Limited,  Oakwood  Dyeworks,  Thornton 
Road,  have  erected  a Suction  Gas  Plant  for  the  making  of  gas  to  be 
used  for  engines  of  250  h.p.  dTese  engines  are  used  to  run  the 
machinery,  the  boiler  plant  being  used  to  produce  steam  for  dyeing 
purposes  only.  Bennie’s  Stokers  are  used  on  the  boilers. 

The  Norcroft  Dyeing  Company  Limited,  Messrs.  George  Armitage 
Limited,  and  the  Water  Lane  Dyeing  Company  Limited  have  arranged 
with  the  Electricity  Department  to  be  supplied  with  electricity  to  drive 
motors  for  machinery  so  that  the  pressure  on  the  boilers  may  be 
relieved. 

Messrs.  J.  Cawthra  & ('o.  Limited,  Manufacturers,  Dudley  Hill,  and 
the  Bradford  Poor  Law  Union  Authorities  have  erected  new  chimney 
shafts  150ft.  high  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  emission  of  smoke. 

The  Inspector  has  also  been  actively  engaged  in  the  suppression  of 
nuisances  caused  by  the  emission  of  grit  from  the  chimneys  of  several 
large  steam  users. 

Owing  to  numerous  complaints  of  this  nuisance  a special  Sub- 
committee has  been  formed  of  Members  of  the  Finance  Committee  to 
deal  with  the  matter. 
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BURIAL  GROUNDS. 


During  the  year  291  visits  have  being  paid  by  the  Sanitary  Officers 
to  the  various  graveyards  of  the  city,  and  with  one  exception  no  irregulari- 
ties were  observed. 

DANGEROUS  AND  UNFENCED  PLACES.

CREMATORIUM. 

'Phe  remains  of  14  persons  were  cremated  and  the  ashes  deposited 
in  a niche  in  the  Columbarium  or  disposed  of  in  some  other  way  by 
relatives.  The  number  of  cremations  in  the  preceding  year  was  13.

The  following  is  taken  from  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Cremation 
Society  of  Great  Tritian  : — 

“There  is,  however,  one  direction  in  which  progress  is  disap- 
pointingly slow.  Although  from  the  sanitary  point  of  view  cremation 
is  undoubtedly  the  best  method  of  disposing  of  the  bodies  of  the 
dead,  it  must  be  confessed  that  it  does  not  make  much  headway 
among  us.  The  progress  of  any  reform  which  touches  a traditional 
sentiment  must  always  be  slow,  and  it  was  not  therefore  to  be 
expected  that  cremation  should  yet  have  entirely  taken  the  place  of 
earth  burial.  But  it  is  now  thirl  y-three  years  since  cremation  was 
brought  before  the  people  of  this  country  by  the  late  Sir  Henry 
Thompson,  and  although  the  storm  of  opposition  with  which  the 
proposal  was  then  received  has  subsided,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  it 
has  been  followed  by  an  attitude  of  indifference  which  is  yet  more 
inimical  to  progress.  Whereas  the  number  of  cremations  carried 
out  in  Great  Britain  in  1906  was  732,  being  an  increase  of  138  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  in  1907  the  number,  as  shown  by 
figures  kindly  supplied  to  us  by  Mr.  Herbert  T.  Herring,  Medical 
Referee  of  the  Cremation  Society  of  England,  was  705.  The 
number  of  crematories  at  work  is  still  13,  of  which  6 — at  Hull, 
Leeds,  Leicester,  Sheilield,  Bradford,  and  Ilford — are  municipal.  The 
cremations  were  distributed  as  follows  : Holder’s  Green,  290  : ^Voking, 
108:  Manchester,  96;  Liverpool,  34  ; Glasgow,  30;  Hull,  17:  Dar- 
lington, 8;  Leicester,  12;  Birmingham,  33;  Leeds,  16;  Ilford,  18; 
Bradford,  13  ; Sheffield,  18.  The  total  number  of  cremations  carried 
out  since  the  establishment  of  the  first  crematorium  at  Woking  is 
6469.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  although  the  total  in  1907  showed  a 
decrease,  there  was  an  increase  at  some  places.  Thus  at  Manchester 
there  were  96  as  against  90  the  previous  year ; at  Birmingham  33 
as  against  25;  at  Leeds  16  as  against  15  ; the  largest  increase  being 
at  Sheffield,  where  the  number  rose  from  6 to  18.  In  the  number 
of  crematories  Yorkshire  stands  easily  first  among  the  counties  of 
Great  Britain,  having  no  fewer  than  5.  At  these,  taken  collectively, 
there  has  been  practically  no  decrease.” 


PUBLIC  BATHS. 


The  public  baths  have  been  extensively  used,  and  during  the  year 
ended  March  31st,  190S,  the  total  number  of  bathers  was  466,813, 
as  compared  with  503,738  for  the  year  previous.

MILK  DEPOT. 

In  the  third  week  of  October,  1907,  the  Cinderella  Club  offered  to 
co-operate  in  the  work  of  the  ^Vomen  Sanitary  Inspectors  by  supplying 
sterilised  milk  (for  one  month)  to  necessitous  mothers  who  w^ere  suckling 
their  own  infants,  and  humanised  milk  to  those  infants  who  were  deprived 
of  their  natural  food. 

Fifty-three  mothers  and  fifteen  infants  were  so  assisted. 

A marked  improvement  in  health  has  been  shown  in  each  case. 

Owing  to  fluctuating  trade,  so  many  nursing  women  are  receiving 
insufficient  nourishment,  the  average  wage  of  those  helped  being  below 
r2s.  per  week.  Under  these  conditions  it  is  impossible  for  the  infant 
to  thrive. 

The  Corporation  humanised  milk  has  many  advantages.  In  the 
poorer  districts  of  the  city  there  is  often  a want  of  cleanliness,  d’his 
milk  being  delivered  in  air-tight  bottles,  one  feed  only  in  each,  the 
child  is  assured  of  obtaining  fresh  milk,  and  runs  no  risk  from  dirty 
feeding  bottles. 

'The  Infants  are  under  supervision,  and  regularly  weighed,  and  are 
observed  to  be  much  healthier  than  those  receiving  the  ordinary  cow’s 
milk  and  water,  which  is  so  often  carelessly  prepared.  The  weight 
curve  is  a proof  of  the  advantages  of  this  preparation  over  the  usual 
artificial  feeding.
